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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 and 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: a) each of 
claims 1 and 2 begin with "a" when they should actually begin with a capital --A-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Priority 

2. The Examiner notes that the second page of the specification indicates that the 
current application is a division of a concurrently filed application and that they are both 
a CIP of 10/378,183. The Examiner notes that it is improper to indicate that one 
application is a divisional of a second application that is filed on the same day. The first 
paragraph of the specification should be amended to only include mention of CIP parent 
10/378,183. This first paragraph may also make mention of copending applications 
(10/724,672, 10/724,672, 10/724,674 and 10/724,675). 

The following paragraphs are a summary from the MPEP concerning the 
referencing of parent applications: 

A reference to the prior application must be inserted as the first sentence(s) of 
the specification of this application or in an application data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if 
applicant intends to rely on the filing date of the prior application under 35 U.S.C. 
119(e), 120, 121, or 365(c). See 37 CFR 1.78(a). For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 
120, 121, or 365(c), the reference must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, 
divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all nonprovisional applications. If the application is 
a utility or plant application filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a) on or after November 29, 2000,

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If the reference to the prior application was previously submitted within the time 
period set forth in 37 CFR 1.78(a), but not in the first sentence(s) of the specification or 
an application data sheet (ADS) as required by 37 CFR 1.78(a) (e.g., if the reference 
was submitted in an oath or declaration or the application transmittal letter), and the 
information concerning the benefit claim was recognized by the Office as shown by its 
inclusion on the first filing receipt, the petition under 37 CFR 1 .78(a) and the surcharge 
under 37 CFR 1.1 7(t) are not required. Applicant is still required to submit the reference 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .78(a) by filing an amendment to the first sentence(s) of the 
specification or an ADS.

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: a) reference numeral 350 is missing from Figures 1 and 2 as required by 
their mention at page 9, lines 6-10 of the specification. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 recite the limitation "the components" in lines 39 and 1 1 
respectively. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pleasant (5,261,806). 

Pleasant teaches a pressurized, plate-heated die system having a distribution 
plate having a material feed aperture (Fig 2, at #24) and a material feed tube coupled 
there to; 

a U-shaped shim (Fig 1); 

a first insulator dielectric plate (Fig 1 , the plate with #70) having a temperature 
sensor there in (fig 1 , #70); 

a heating element (Fig 1 , #s 36 and 72); 
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a second insulator dielectric plate (Fig 1 , note the multiple plates on either end); 
an end plate (Fig 1 , note the multiple plates on either end); 
a plurality of bolts to couple the components of the die (Fig 1 , #16); 
the heating element is an electric heating element connected to a power source 
(Fig 4, #38). 

8. Claims 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Stavitsky et al (4,462,780). 

Stavitsky et al teach a pressurized, plate-heated die system having a distribution 
plate having a material feed aperture (Fig 1 , #108 and connected thereto to #128) and a 
material feed tube coupled there to; 

a U-shaped shim (Fig 1, #104); 

a first insulator dielectric plate (Fig 1 , the plate with #76) having a temperature 
sensor there in (fig 1 , #76); 

a heating element (Fig 1 , #60); 

a second insulator dielectric plate (Fig 1 , note the multiple plates on either end); 
an end plate (Fig 1 , note the multiple plates on either end); 
a plurality of bolts to couple the components of the die (Fig 1 , #s 86 and 1 50); 
the heating element is a liquid heating element (col 2, lines 55-60) and the 
system further includes a source of heated liquid (Fig 1, #60). 

References of Interest 

9. Zink et al (4,069,092), Allen et al (2005/0056090A1 ), Fabbricante et al 

(5,679,379), Flakne (3,864,068), Pleasant (4,959,002) and Pleasant (4,828,479) are 
cited of interest to show the state of the art. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claim 5 is allowed. 

1 1 . Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

12. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to teach the combination of elements as set forth in claim 1 
and fails to teach a method of producing the element produced in claim 5. The closest 
prior art as set forth above fail to teach all of the elements combined in the manner as 
set forth.
